And this is tbe viGtory that overcometh the World even our Faith, 
Friends of God and of the Living Truth as it it in Jeſus, 

who are oalled to be Saints and to live godly in Chriſt 

Jeſus becometh Saints. 


Here is ſomething upon me as from the Lord to write unto you 
concerning 88 Faith which was once delivered unto 
the Saiars, (may be.) you may be called to contend for ; 
times of Tryal thereof ſeeming to approach ; but the onely in- 
tent and defire of my Soul is, 2 be br into it, 

in the Truth and ſoundneſt of it, which iadeed is g Myſtery, cannot be 
held but in a pure Conſcience void of offence rowards God and towards wan; 
And being chat it is ſo , that without Faith it is impoiſchle to pleaſe God, 
and that whatſoever is not of Faith is ſin; This being weighed and read ia 
the pute Eternal Light which every one hath a meaſure of to try withal, is 
will nearly concern every one to h and try narrowly and thiroughly, 
whether they bein the Faith which is of Gods Ele& yea or no: This may 


be lightly looked upan with many, asthough it were needle ſſe — 
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(2) 
their condition and ſtate, as if it were eaſie to be in the Faith of Ged, yea 
the very World, the Apoſtatized Chriſtians wilbtalk of a faith though ir be 
dead and they vet in their ſins; But truly Friends | ſee in the Eternal thit 
it is a great Miſtery to be made partaker of the precious Faith, which gives 
the victory over * World, Faith is the gift of God. 

And | find in the Scriptures of the Prophets that there was few that witneſ- 
ed and (poke of Faith, though there was many faithfal men which by Faith 
obtained a good reporr, and died inthe Faich, by which they did the com- 
mandemenrs of God, according to his Eternal purpoſe, yet the Fathers 
were under the cloud, and the appearance ofGod in their day was in a cloud, 
and ail paſſed through the Sea. and were all baptized unto Moſes in the eloud 
and in the Sea, and they did drink of the Rock which followed them, which 
Rock was Chriſt 3 while Moſes is Read the vail is over che heart, which vail 
is done a way in Chriſt. | 

When God called Moſes and Azron and Miriam he ſaid, Hear now m 
Word if there be a Prophet among you, 1 the Lord will make my felf 
known unto him in a Viſion, and ſpeak unto him in a Dream. This is the 
State which muſt be paſſed through; but the Lord ſaid with Moſes my Ser- 
vant it is not ſo, who is faithful in all my houſe, with him I will ſpeak 
mouth to muth, even apparently and not in dark ſpeeches. Here Moſes 
was faithful to God as a Servant, and his Miniſtration was glorious, yet this 
glory was to be done away, by reaſon of the glory that excelled, which glo- 
ry remains where the Spirit of the Lord is the covering. And fo Friends, 
come into the Light of the Son of God, which gives the Light of the know- 
ledge of the Glory of God in the Face of Jeſus Chriſt; the brightneſs of the 
Fathers glory, which Moſes could not ſee and live; And here you will come 
to ſee and to read through the myſtery of the faith of the Goſpel in the mi» 
niſtration of the Spirit; And now that none may think of themſelves above 
what they ought to think, let every one with the Light of Jeſus ſeriouſly 
aud ſingly ſearch and try your ſtanding, for it may be that times of tryal of 
faith may come The Apoſtle bad the Corinthians examine themſclves whe 
ther they were in the faith, prove your on ſelves ( fairh he ) know 
You not how that Chriſt is in ycu except you be Reprobarcs -: This he 
ſyd to the Corinthians who were 4 gathered people; And to. the 
Galathians faith he, If a man think of himſelf to be ſomething when he is 
nothing he deceives himſelf, but let every man prove his.own work, and 
then he will have joy in himſclf and not in another. -, 

Friends, be not offended that you are put to a ſearch and warned heſore- 
hand, that your feundation and ſtanding may be ſure when the day of tcyal 
comes, for the Lord hath ſaid. Zech 13.9, I will bring the third part of them 
through the fire, and will refine them as filver is refined, and try them as 
gold is tryed, and they ſhall call on my name and I will heat them, I will ay. 
it. is my people, and they ſhall ſay the Lord is my God. 

And Peter ſajith. Ye who are kept by the power of God through the faith. 
upto ſalvation ready to be revealed in the laſt time, wherein ye greatly te- 
Joyce, though naw for a ſeaſon ye are in heavineſſe through manifold temp- 
tations. that the tryal of your faith being much more precious then gold that 
periſheth though ir be tryed by fire, might be found unto the praiſe honour 
aud glory at the appearing of Jeſus Chriſt ; O bleſſed will yebeif * be 
oun 
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found here, for then will you not wk 2 concerning che fiery tr 
whictrare to try you, but you will even rejoyce,inaſmuch as you — x 
of the ſufferings of Chriſt. - 
| Truly Friends my care is, with the defire of my ſoul, rhat you might 
come into the ſaith of uur Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and that the ſame mind may 
be in you that was alſo in Chriſt Jeſus, who made himſelf of no reputation, 
bur took him-the form of a Servant, and was made in the likeneſle of 
meu, and being found in faſhion as a man he humbled himſelf, and became 
obedieut to the death of the Croſe, and through that he is exalted ; And his 
is the pach that the ſaithſul in Chriſt Jeſus ouſt walkin, which may be 
found ftrair and narrow to the firſt man which is rough and hairy, Eſex-like 
And though (as i ſaid before) you may think ſtrange that you d be 
exhorted co come into the Faith of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, yet this is above 
the Diſciples condition, for they were often reproved for the want of this of 
their Lord and Maſter, when he was exhortiug them to take no thought for 
their meat nor for their drink, neither for their body what they ſhould put 
on, for ſaith he, ſhall he not much more cloath you O ye of little faith. And 
again when the tempeſt roſe upon the Sea, they begun to be afraid, Then 
ſaid he unto them, why are ye fearful O ye of little faith? And again when 
he ſhewed them the Fig tret how it was withered, Chriſt aid unto them, 
If ye have faich and doubt not, ye ſhall not onely do this which is done to 
this fig-tree, bur alſo if you ſay unto this Mountain be thou removed into 
the Sca, and it ſhall be done, and whatſoever you pray for, believing, ye 
ſhall receive. And again he ſaid unto Peter when the Sea was boiſtrous and 
he afraid, he faid unto him. & thou of little faich why doſt thou doubt? Yer 
after this Peters faith was ſhaken. Again when that the Diſciples could not 
cure the man that was Lunatick, then Jeſus ſaid unto them, O faithleſſe and 
perverſe generation, how long ſhall | be with you? how long ſhall I ſuffer 
von? bring him hither to me; And one of the Diſciples ſaid, Why could 
not we caſt him out? Then Jeſus ſaid unto them, becauſe of your unbe- 
lief, For verily I ſay unto you, if you had faith as a grain of muſtard-ſced, 
you ſhould ſay unto this Mountain remove hence to yonder place, and it 
ſhould be ſo, and nothing ſhall be unpoſſibleunto you; And unto Thomes he 
ſaid, Be not faithlefle but believing. 

So here is the very life of your life, that you believe on the Lord Jeſas 
Chriſt, for whoſoever believeth on him ſhall not be aſhamed, for there is no 
difference between the Jew and the Greek, for the ſame Lord over all isrich 
unto all that call upon him and believe in him. 

And fo now Friends, ſecing that many, when tryals come upon them, have 
been ſhaken, as you may ſee in the Scriptures more fully, Therefore in the 
fear of the Lord God keep cloſe and near to the word of Faich which is nigh 
in the heart, and neither aſcend nor deſcend, but keep to the Righteonſnefs 
of faith, and then you keep to the ſubſtance of rhing for, and to the 
Evidence and Teſtimony of things not ſeen. Through faith you may un- 
dierſtand that the Worlds were made by the Inviſible Word of God, ſo that 

things which are ſeen are not made of things which do appear, bur by che 
Immortal and Eternal Word which was in the beginning, here you will ſee 
him that is inviſible, as Abraham did * believed, aud it 9 
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him for Righteouſnefſe, not when he was in the Circumciſion, but when he 
was in the uncircumcifion, and ſo he received the fign of Circumciſion a 
ſeal of the Righteouſaeſſe of his Faith which he had. befage he was. Circum- 
ciſed, that he might be the Father of all that believe though they be not 
Circumciſed outwardly, that Righteouſaeſſe might be impured. unto them 
alſo, not of the Jews onely but alſo of the Gentiles ; for all vho Walk in the 
ſteps of that faith of our Father Abraham, for the promiſe that he ſhoold be 
the Heir of the World was not to Abraham or to his Seed through the 
Law. but through the Righteouſneſſe of Fairh,cherefore is it of Faith that it. 
might be by Grace, to the end that the promiſe might be ſure to all the Seed, 


of Abrabam which is the Father of os all, ho agaiuſt hope believed in hope, 
that he might become the Father of many Nations. Oh the Infinite Love 
and Wiſdom of the Lord God, and the depth of the Myſtery that hath been. 
hid but now is revealed by his Spirit. 

Know ye there ſore that they that are of Faith are the Children of Abra- 
bam, and the Scriprure which cannot be broken, foreſecing that God would 
2 the Heathen through Faith, Preached before the Goſpel unto Abra- 

am, ſaying, In Thee ſhall all Nations be bleſſed. The 2 of the bleſ-: 
ſing to Abra ham and his Seed, this is the glad tydings of the Everlaſting Go - 
ſpel, the liberty to the Captives, the defire of all Nations which is now come 
and riſcn, mani feſted and fulfilled what he hath: promiſed in this his day; 
And all they that he of the faith, are bleſſed with faithful Abrabam, and 
this is the Goſpel which the Apoſtle was nor aſhamed of to preach, which is. 
the power of God unto ſalvation to every one that believeth, to the Jew 
firſt, and alſo to the Greek, for therein is the Righteouſgeſle of God revealed. 
from faith to faith, for the Juſt lives by faith, Whether they be Jew or Greek, 
bond or free, there is neither male nor female here but they are all one in 
Chriſt Jeſus : and if they be Chriſts, then are they Abrahams ſeed, and heirs. 
according to promiſe. And here is the fountaia opened for the houſe of Da- 
vid and for the inhabitants of Jeruſalem for fin and for uncleanneſſe, Chriſt. 
Jeſus the Everlaſting Covenant, whoin the laſt day of che great feaſt ſtood 


believeth on me, out of bis belly ſhall flow Rivers of living watert, hut this he ſpake 
of the ſpirit, which they that believed on him ſbould receive, according to 


the works of the Law. or by the bearing of faith? for ve. through the {piric wait 
for the hope of the Righteouſneſle ot faith ; ſor ia Chriſt ec neither Cir- 
cumciſion nor uncircumciſion availeth, but faith that worketh by love, and 


en me, though be was dead yet ſba I be Ive; And he that liveth and believeth 
ſhall never die, and he that believerh worketh the works of God, he that be- 
lieveth ſhall never thirſt; and this is the will of the Father that hath ſent the 


peace, and no evil tydings can come to ſuch, ſuch reckons not the ſufferings.

* Now Friends, ſeeing it is ſo, that the ſpirit ſpeaketh expteſly, that ia the 
latter times ſome ſhall depart from the ſaith, giving heed to ſeducing (pirits 
od Doctrines of D-yils, and that ſome have caſt cfi-cheic fisſt faith and ſome 
through the love of mony have erred from the ſaith, and picreed themſelves 
through with many ſorrows, and ſome have denied the faich, and ſome have 
had their faith overthrown by others words, and ſome have made ſhipwrack. 
of fairh, and Jude ſpraks of many (and ſundry) that fell away and lc i their 
firſt love, and did act keep.their firſt Eſtate, as you may read; And there 
fare did he exhort them that they ſhould carneſily contend. for the faith 
which was once delivered to the Saints. 

And ſo friends, this is the very cnd of my writing, that you even would 
contend for the precious faich in every particular, and alſo in the general; 
And call- to mind how that God after he had brought the children of Iſrael 
our of Aer, yet they fell in the Wildernefle becaule of unbelief: There- 
fore fly all ungodlineſſe, and follow after Righteouſneile, Faith, Love aud Pa- 
tience, fight the good fight of faith, and lay hold on Eternal Liſe 3 Confi- 
der the Apoſtle and High Pricſt.of our profeſſion, Chriſt ſeſus. who was 
faichful ro him that appointed him, as alſo Moſes was ſaichſul in all his houſe - 
as 2 ſervant, aud Chriſt as a Son over his own houſe, whoſe houſe are we, if. 
we hold faſt the confidence and rejoycing of our hope unto the end, here 
will every one be preſerved clear in his condition, who through he ſpirit wait 
for the hope of the Righteouſneſſe of faith, aad take heed there be not in a+ 
ny one of you an evil of uabelief ing ſrom the living God, for we 
are wade partakers of Chriſt if we hold faſt the profeſſion of out faith with» 
out wavering; And onto us the Goſpel is preached as well as unto them, 
but the Word preached did not profit them, not being mixed with faith ia 
them that heard ir, Therefore did he.{weat ia his wrath that they ſhould:

Righteouſac ſle of God which is by faith of Jeſus Chit unto all, and all. 
them that believe; For there is no diffcrence, for all have ſinued and come 
ſhorr of the glory of God 3 For if the firſt fruit be holy, the Jump is holy alſo, 

and if the Root be holy ſo ate the branches, and. if 2 be 
broken . 
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broken off, it is becauſe of unbelicf, and thou ſtandeſt. by faith, be not high- 
minded but fear: :

bur to you of Salvation and that of God; For unto you is given in the behalf 
of Chriſt, not onely to believe on him, but alſo ro ſuffer for his ſake, and 
that you holding faſt che Word of Life, may cauſe us to rejoyce in the day 


of Chriſt that we have not run in yain, neither laboured in vain; Yea if I 


were offered upon the ſacrifice of your faith, I could joy and rejoyce with 
you all. And now that you may come to the ſoundneſſe of the Truth of the 
Goſpel of Chriſt, who is the beginning, the ficſt born from the dead, that you 
being rooted and grounded in him, and that through the Spirit you may 
wait for the hope of Righteouſneſſe by Faith, and ſo grow up as living plants, 
which are called Trees of Righreouſnefle, the planting of the Lord. 

And truly Friends, there is none that believes but he knows that God is, 
nor there is none that believes hut he hath che witnes in him that he is in the 
unity of the Faith, and he that believes hath his heart purified by Faith, he 
that a is entered into the reſt, and he is ſcaled with che the ſpirir of 
promile. | ;
